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TWO PERSONS PERISH, 
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Flames Broke Out at 3 a. m. and Spread Rapid- 
ly While Eight Hundred Guests and 
Employes Were Slumbering 
in Their Rooms. 
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LUCKY BALDWIN. THE OWNER, 
NARROWLY ESCAPED DEATH. 
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The Hotel Was One of the Leading Houses of San Fran- 
cisco and Its Destruction Entails a Money 
Loss of Over a Milion Dollars. 
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EXACT LOSS OF LIFE 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 23.—At 3:15 this 
morning the Baldwin Hotel caught fire 
and it has been entirely destroyed. There 
were 80 persons, guests and employes, in 
the hotel when the fire broke out, and it is 
known that two persons lost their livea. 
Their names are A. J. White and Loults 
Meyer. All the other guests are thought 
to have escaped, and all the employes have 
been accounted for. a 

A. J. White proved himself a hero. Be- 
fore he gave up his life the gallant fel- 
low saved the lives of three women. The 
fire is said to have started in the kitchen, 
located in the basement on the Ellie street 
side. The fire worked its way up through 
the flue to the sixth floor, and before the 
first alarm was sent in the fire had gained 
great headway. The first alarm was fol- 
lowed by others in rapid succession until 
five calls had been sent in, summoning 
every piece of apparatus at the command 
of the department. Thousands of people 
were attracted by the succession of 
alarms, and the glare from the burning 
building, and before the police stretched 
ropes, ‘almost blockaded Market, Eddy, 
Powell and Ellis streets. 

For years the Baldwin was regarded by 
the fire department as the most dangerous 
fire trap in San Francisco. Butlt of wood, 
six stories high, with narrow and tortuous 
hallways, it is a wonder that half of the 
people in the hotel this morning escaped. 
They wére slow to awaken. 


RESCUING THE GUESTS. 

Many were dazed and stupefied by smoke 
when the police, the firemen and hotel em- 
ployes, hurrying through the hallways, 
kicked open doors and notified the people 
of their great danger. When they managed 
to reach the windows and fire escapes 
there were no ladders. Many attempted to 
jump from the windows to the streets, but 
were warned not to do so by the crowds 
below. Then the firemen got up their lad- 
ders and commenced taking people to the 
ground, rescuing many in this manner. In 
the interior of the hotel an explosion in 
the theater caused that portion of the 
building to cave in. This explosion also 
extinguished the electric lights throughout 
the building. There were many people in 
the upper halls and corridors at that time, 
and firemen and policemen were trying to 
lead them to the Market and Powell street 
windows. The entire top floor was a blaz- 
ing mass. Those in the street below could 
through the rifts in the smoke along 
the attic cornices forms of men and women 
crouching and clinging to the woodwork, 
which was already beginning to smolder. 

Streams from ®% engines were being 
poured upon tne blazing building from ev- 
ery point of vantage, but without any ap- 
parent effect. Explosion followed explosion. 
The roof of the »ulilding collapsed, takin 
with it back Into the building a number o 


those who had. been clinging for life to the 
attic gables. 


THE HERO’S DEATH. 


The death of White was most dramatic. 
Three women appeared on the cornice of 
the fifth floor on the Market street side 
of the hotel. The firemen could not reach 
them with ladders and they stood helpless, 
screaming with terror. Suddenly White 
came out of a window carrying a small 
rope. With this he lowered the women into 
the firemen who were waiting 
at the windows of the next floor. Then he 
#tarted down the rope hand over hand 
Half way down the rope parted and the 
man who just saved three lives was dash- 
ed to the pavement, 100 feet below. 

“Lucky” Baldwin had a narrow escape 
from perishing with his fire trap. Amid 
all the din he slept peacefully until his 
room wae broken into and he was dragged 
from his bed.

(Lucky) Baldwin and with its furnishin 
was worth at least $2,000,000.

DEFRAUDED BANKS WHILE POS- 
ING AS AN INSTRUCTOR IN 
THE WAYS OF RELIGION. 


|ARRESTED AT CLOSE 


. OF ASERMON. 


Long Career of Crime, Embracing 
Swindling Operations in Illinois 
Wisconsin and Iowa. 


SYCAMORE, Ill., Nov. 23.—In the ariest, 
conviction ‘and imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiary for forgery of the Rev. George 
R. Parrish, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Marshalltown, lowa, the 
fiction of “Jim, the Penman,” has been out- 
done in real life. 

Reporter, lawyer, clergyman, preacher of 
the Christian religion to the people and 
teacher of good morals to the children, a 
forger for position, a forger for money, fol- 
lowed by detectives for years, posing as an 
honest man, houored and respected, shad- 
owed to his very pulpit, there arrested, and 
now on the way to Joliet Prison as @ crim- 
inal. This is a synopsis of the drama in 
real life. 

Parrish, who two weeks ago could not 
plead guilty for fear of its leaving a shadow 
upon his soul, yesterday, without any signs 
of regret, pleaded guilty and accepted his 
sentence, a term of years in the peniten- 
tiars, as a matter of course. 

The act for which he was imprisoned was 
committed in 18%, when he received $300 
from the Sandwich Bank under the name 
of Mark Thompson. The length of sentence 
will. be governed by his deportment. H's 
sentence was an indefinite one. 


“Parrish,” “Thompson” and “Aiken” are 
some of the names under which the ar- 
rested man has been known, with likely 
more to appear when he shall tell the en- 
tire truth of the strange story of his life. 
“The Rev. Dr. George R. Parrish” is the 
title which appears in the record of his ar- 
rest for forgery. And this record tells of 
the three-years’ chase necessary tu capture 


1im. 

‘“‘All criminals come to the detectives who 
wait,’’ said the elder Pinkerton years ago. 
“Criminals will talk and they will continue 
their methods unt.l some day they make a 
slip and reveal themselves, The slightest 
clew is sufficient for their detection if you 


only have time and patience enough to abide 
it ’* 


This has been true in the case of Parrish, 
for the clew that has been followed to his 
arrest Was a slender one, and the arrest d.d 
not come until three and a quarter years 
after the commission of the particular crime 
with which he is charged. 

It was on July 17, 1895, the Sandwich 
Bank of Sandwich, Il., received a letter 
purporting to come from the cashier of 
the Lucas County Savings Bank of To- 
ledo, O., ineclosing a draft, apparently is- 
sued by the Illinois Home Missionary So- 
clety of Chicago, in favor of thé Rev. 
Mark Thompson. With the draft was a 
pretended letter from the caahbier of the 
Lucas County Bank, | stati that Mr. 
Thompson was the pastor of the Central 
Church in Toledo, and that he was on his 
vacation. Further information was given 
that Mr. Thompson was undoubtedly vis- 
iting the Rev. J. Lew's, who was the 
esteemed Congregational minister at Sand- 
wich. The letter closed by requesting that 
the Sandwich Bank pay to Mr. Thompson 
the $300 cailed for by the draft. 

It is asserted that Mr. Parrish had pre- 
pared the draft, written and mailed the 
letter, and followed it in person to Sand- 
wich. He called on the Rev. Mr. Lewis 
and introduced himself as the Rev. Mark 
Thompson, pastor of the Central Church 
of Toledo. Mr. Lewis eaw before him an 
intelligent, clerical appearing young man, 
not quite 4) years old who by plausible 
ta'k and a correct knowledge of current 
religious affairs at once geined his confi- 
dence and received an invitation to spend 
the night with him. 

After an evening of religious conversa- 
tion and a night of rest the kind-hearted, 
unsuspecting Mr. Lewis went with hia 
guest to the bank and introduced him as 
the Rev. Mark Thompson of Toledo. That 
was the last needed link in the chain 
forged hv Parrish, and he got the wanted 
$300. He thanked the bank officers. 
thanked Mr. Lewis for his ‘‘brotherly act 
for a fellow minister,” and went on his 
wav eeeretiv rejoicing 

In a few days the draft was returned from 
Toledo, dishonored, The bank that ft was 
nurported to be drawn by was a myth. The 
Sendwick bank had lost $300, and the Rey, 
Mr. Lew's suffered the deep mortification of 
hav'ng innocently been dragged into a 
fravdulernt transaction. From day to day 
until Parrish was arrested he did not cease 
in doing his utmost for h's detentign. 

The Sandwich bank being a member of 
the American Bankers’ Association, placed 
the matter in its hands, and it in turn placed 
it in the profess’oneal care of the Pinkertons, 

Then began a lone ard not a hopeful 
chase, The Rev. Mark Thompson had dis- 
appeared ard the name vanished from min- 
ister'al c'reles. Rut the detect'ves were sure 
he would remain in the ministry. and in 
that channel they looked for him. Thorough 
inguirv was put on foot, and with the re- 
sult of jearining that the hunted man was 
born in Kewanee, Ill., and had been admit- 
ted to the bar of Iowa; that he had been a 
newspaper reporter, had practiced 
law, had been prosecuting attor- 
ney of W'chita. Kan., and a little more than 
ten vears ago had hecome a minister of the 
Coneregational Church. He had been a 
“rolling stone,.”’ and was possessed by an 
uneasiness that kept him moving from 
place to place. 

Krom church to church and from one re- 
l'gious society to another the detectives 
ithout encouraging results. Mark 
Thompson could not be found. Daye be- 
came weeks, weeke became months, and 
the months piled into years. But the pa-

tlence of the successful detective is with- 
out limit, and he never sleeps. 

Finally, in October, 1897, the detectives, 
through the remarkable instincts of their 

rofession, were satisfied that they had at 
ast touched the trail of the man they were 
after. A forged draft for $0 came Into 
their hands. 

“That draft was written by the Rev. 
Mark Thompson,” sald the keen-eyed de- 
tective expert into whose hands it came. 
It was compared with the Sandwich for- 
gery, and the comparison showed that the 
ted apparently been made by the same 


The $500 forged draft had been offered to 
a Watertown (Wis.) bank by a young, well- 
appearing, nervous, clerical-looking man, 
who had stated that he was the Rev. Ed- 
ward E. Aitken. The draft was refused, and 
shortly afterward a wv, instrument was 
offered by the same man ‘To a bank at E/k- 
horn, Wisz., and was not cashed. 

Where is the Rev. Edward E. Aiken?” 
asked the detect!ves, but he had as com- 
protety disappeared as had the Rev. Mark 

hompson. Yet the search wae continued, 
but the combined Rev. Messrs. Thompson 
and Aiken moved about as rapidly as did 
the detectives, and, though clew after clew 
wen euhanaes, the hunted forger was not 
ound. 


Another ere came into the hands of 
the detectives. t wae a letter purporting 
to be written by James Lee Barton, treas- 
urer of the American Board of Commis- 
sioners for Foreign Missions, recommend- 
ing the Rev. Dr. George R. Parrish to the 
deacon of a Congregational church at Wau- 
watosa, Wis. 

The letter was dated at Chicago, and the 
writer said wh le he wae ‘“‘boitering”’ in that 
city he had heard of the Wauwatosa va- 
cancy and hastened to recommend his 
friend. 

“Mr. Parrish, whom I have known from 
his boyhood,” the letter stated, “‘was edu- 
cated for the bar, is a _  broad-minded 
echolar and a natural orator—in fact, one 
of the ablest speakers to whom I have ever 
listened, while in social and execut.ve quall- 
ties he excels, being. in short, just such an 
‘all-round man’ as to fit him for service in 
such a field as youre.”’ 

Mr. Parrish was not called to Wauwatosa, 
but. unfortunately for him, the deacon to 
whom the letter had been sent, met James 
Lee Barton shertly after its receipt and ex- 
pressed his regret at not having been able 
to comply with his request. 

Mr. Barton was more than surprised. He 
said he had never written such a letter and 
had not been in Chicago for a year. Ther 
the forged letter went into the hands of the 
detectives. 

‘This was written by the forger of the 
Sandwich and Watertown drafts,’ said the 
detective who had passed his judgment on 
the second instrument the moment he 
looked at it. For years the handwriting of 
these drafts had been retained in his mem- 
ory 


ry. 

That “Parrish” would likely. keep that 
name until the discovery of his recent for- 
gery was made known occurred to the de- 
tectives and on that conclusion they acted. 
Records of the names of ministers tn charge 
of Congregational churches in every State 
were examined, when lo! and behold, cred- 
ited to the pastorate of the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Marshalltown, Io., was the 
name “The Rev. Dr. George R. Parrish.” 

To Marshalltown the detectives went, 
where they made quiet, searching inquir- 
jes as to Mr. Parrish, holding him under 
the strictest surveillance —— thelr prog- 
ress. For days he was ‘“‘shadowed."’ De- 
tectives’. eyes were on him all day, and 
every night he slept under their guardian- 
ship. 

It was learned that the pastor had re- 
ceived his call through a letter of rec- 
ommendation, and that that letter was a 
forgery. ‘ihe detectives were eure they 
had the right man at last, but “to make 
assurance doubly sure,” they sent to Sand- 
wich for the Rev. Mr. Lewis, who gladly 
hurried to Marshalltown to identify the 
man who had so cruelly imposed on him. 


Then came a dramatic finish. Accom- 
panied by the detective, Mr. Lewis entered 
the First Congregational Church with the 
congregation, took a seat, and waited for 
the usual Sunday morning eervice. Pres- 
ently the Rev. Dr. George R. Parrish en- 
tered the pulpit. 

“That is the man,” whispered Mr. Lewis 
to the detective. 

Mr. Parrish was not disturbed then. -He 
conducted the service as usual, preached a 
strong serman, calling upon his congrega- 
tion to live honest, truthful, upr'ght lives, 
to never fear to do right, and to never stoop 
to wrong no matter what the circumstances 
or temptations. 

When he closed a hush of approval came 
over the congregation, which was followed 
by words of commendation from one to an- 
other, while many went to the pulpit to 
shake thgeir pastor by the hand and con- 
gratulate him on his sermon. 

The detective patiently waited. and when 
the pasjor left the pulpit he was shown a 
warrant for his arrest charging him with 
forgery and was taken [nto custody. He was 
silent and consented to go to Ili'nols for 
trial without the issuance of extradition pa- 


pers.

Conductor Sloan of the Laclede Ave- 
nue Line Compelled to Give Up 
$24 at the Point of a 
Revolver, 


Two masked highwaymen stopped a Tay- 
lor avenue car of the Lindell Railroad 
Tuesday night and while covering the con- 
ductor and motorman with drawn revolv- 
ers made them stand and deliver. 

The daring robbery occurred at 9:40 
o'clock at the northern terminus of the 
Taylor avenue division, on Newstead ave- 
nue. between Carter and Anderson ave- 
nues. 

Car No, 393, in charge of Stephen 0. 
Felton, conductor, and Oscar Burns. mo- 
torman, had made the run over the north 
end of the Taylor avenue division. The 
passengers had left the ear. which had 
heen switched from one track to the 
other, The conductor and motorman were 
inside the car warming themselves ania 
waiting for time to start on the retuin 
‘trip. 

While they were conversing the rear 
door to the ear was opened. The train- 
men cid not at once look at the intrud 
ers, and the first thing that caused them 
to know ye Was amiss was when 
a gruff voice commanded them to throw 
up their havds. 

Felton was closer to the door than 
the motorman. He wheeled and gaw two 
buildog revoivers .n the hands of one man, 
and one in the hand of another, leveied 
at him and his motorman. At first Felton 
and Burns were so surprised they made 
no move. Then the men behind the re- 
volvers spoke again. 

‘Throw up them mits, my lads. or you 
are dead men,”’ said one of the robbers, as 
he stepped closer to the train men. 

“If you make a move or ery out I will 
blow the top of your heads off.’’ 

The motorman and conductor looked at 
the robbers, and up went their hands. The 
robber with the two pistols kept them lIev- 
aled at the train men. His companion put 
his revolver up. and stepped forward 
toward Felton. 

‘Keep your hands up,” he said, and 
let me get at your roil and you won't be 
hurt. Act the fool and if you have a wife 
we will make a widow of her. 

Keeping up ua constant talk the robber 
went through the oenmuaknite pockets. Fel- 
ton had $11.75 in money. This was promptly 
taken.

don’t want your watch,” said the 
robber. ‘‘The fly cops can trace them. We 
want coin, see?. Now, where's that roll 
you had? We want it as well as this chick- 
en feed.” 

The fellow went through Felton’s pockets, 
but would find no bills. Nw attempt was 
made \to search the motorman. After ‘fin- 
ishing their work, which did not exceed a 
minute',of time, the robbers withdrew. One 
of them said: 

“Now, ouse fellows don’t want to make 
any big jroller about this until we are out 
of the way. If you do we might have to 
shoot you 
people,

Tney can’ qo so any good, 
dices the pub * against us.’’ 

The spot se. ec ted for the robbery is an 
ideal one. Way up in North St. Louis, near 
the Bellefontaine ‘ Cemetery and O' Fallon 
Park, the place is lonely and poorly lighted, 
There are few residences in the neighbor- 
hood, and only a few small 
lights show pedestrians the way. There are 
a number of dairies in. the neighborhood and 
a grove of big trees .8 On-one side of the 
track, The night was bitter cold and no one 
was on the street at the hour selected for 
the robbery. 

Felton got a good look at the highwaymen. 
He said both were beneath the medium in 
size and were young. Their faces were con- 
cealed by dark red handKerchiefs. They 
wore long, shabby overcoat8, buttoned close- 
ly. They wore dark slouc h hats and haad 
them pulled down well over their faces. The 
lower portions of their faces could be seen 
and it was observed that they were beard- 
less.

George A. Sloan, conductor on the La- 
clede avenue division Of the Missouri Rail- 
way system. was attacked by two robbers 
at Twenty-second Street and Lucas ave- 
nue, shortly before daybreak Wednesday 
morning.

Sloan was en reute to his work and car- 
ried with him $24 of his own money, which 
he was forced to yield to the robbers. The 
police are working without a tangible clew.

Two 
disreputable women live in the first floor 
flut. Morris Siegel's saloon is at the corner, 

Several weeks ago the upper flat. was 
rented by Curiey Keyes and Pete Beaird 
and a eraps game was opened in the front 
room. Mark V. Murphy was employed to 
run the game. John Johnson, son of As- 
s.stant Prosecuting Attorney Johnson, also 
had an interest in the game, being em- 
ploved as “lookout” when there was enough 
business to justity it. 

Why the police permitted the game 
run is not Known. The patrolmen on 
beat knew of its existence or Were 
attending to business, for, everybody 
who frequents that section+knew of 
wus conducted so badly that one of 
Beaird’s duties was to étand outside 
steer in players. It Was as open 
torious as other varieties of law-breaking 
in the district. 

Business wae bad Tuesday night. Two 
voung men dropped in about 7 o'clock and 
lost $2.50. Murphy bought drinks for them 
and they departed, saying they would re- 
turn later and pay some more. 

The negro porter in the saloon and sev- 
eral other persons saw these men, but no 
one knew them and no one can give a close 
deseription of them. In a general way they 
are described as a couple of well-dressed 
young rounders who were out for a “‘time.” 

Business was so dull that Murphy sent a 
message to the barkeeper in Siegel's saloon 
asking for a book to read. Pete Beaird 
took it to him. This was about 8:30 o'clock. 

3eaird entered the flat alone, gave Mur- 

y the book, then departed. He was seen

The evidence against him is that 
he was the iast person known to have seen 
Murphy alive, that he had the only key to 
the flat, except the one Murphy carried: 
that he could have approached Murphy

The points in Beaird’s favor are that he 
had no motive, and that if he had, he | 
could have chosen an opportunity when he 
would not be suspected. 

Chief Ptckel released all the persons ar- 
rested except Beaird, then sé@nt out and 
had the woman Beaird lived with at 2319 
Pine street, brought to the Four Courts. 
She is known as Miss Ciyde. She was 
locked up without being questioned, the 
idea being to keep her away from home 
till Beaird’s room could be searched, This 
had not been done at noon. 

Beaird’s brother John, who has a sa- 
loon in Faet St. Louis, said Wednesday 
that he had turned Pete away from his 
house three years ago and had had noth- 
ing to do with him since. He said he was 
sure of his brother’s innocence and would 
stand by him in his trouble. Their sister 
+ tape to be married in West Belleville to- 
day. 

It was reported that Mark Murphy and 
Tdit Scanlan were on exceptionally good 
terms und that she had a jealous lover, but 
the statement could not be confirmed. The 
woman had a black eye Wednesday morn- 
ing. It appears to be several days old. 

Murphy was about 26 years old, but looked 
older. He used to bea bookmaker for Cur- 
levy Keyes and was afterwards a barkeeper. 
He lived in Chicago for a year or so aad 
his wife is now there. His associates around 
Twenty-third and Pine streets say he had 
no enemies that they know of. 

Cpief Desmond thinks he will capture the 
murderer, but he has thought the same 
thing about half a dozen other murderers 
in the ‘“‘Valley of Death.” Beginning with 
the Ignatz Goldman case three years age | 
there have been several cases similar to 
that of Tuesday night, but the police do 
not seem to be able to convict anybody. 
Saloonkeeper Amison was murdered a 
block away and is unavenged; Attorney 
Charles Donahue was beaten to death at 
Twenty-second street and Washington av- 
enue. and his murderers are at large; 
Charles f¢ Was assassinated within 2 
feet of Murphy’s murder and 
nobody was proved guilty; Charles Brant 
was assassinated at Locust and Twenty- 
first streets and that is all the police know 
about it, and there are others. Several gro- 
cers have been shot down by robbers, ‘and 
one policeman has been murdered by ban- 
dits, but nobody gets punished,

HIS FIGHT WITH CORBETT, HOW- 
EVER, LOOXED AS CROOKED 
AS A DOG’S HIND LEG. 


JOHN KELLY’S DECISION. 


It Was Perfectly Proper Under the Cir- 
cumstances and He Did Right 
in Declaring Bets Off. 


The newsboys this morning are shouting: 
“Full account of the prize fight.’’ 

They should change their tune and call 
it ‘Full account of the fake fight.’’ 

Honest John Kelly was selected to ref- 
eree the Corbett-Sharkey match before the 
Lenox Athletic Club of New York last 
night. 

In the ninth round of that alleged bat- 
tle, after Sharkey had used Corbett for a 
punching bag, and when that individual 
had no chance on earth of winning, Mc- 
Vey, one of Corbett’s seconds, broke into 
the ring and shook his fist in the referee's 
face. 

While he was doing this Corbett was 
planting foul blows on Sharkey. 

Straightaway the referee gave the fight 
to Sharkey, and that innocent people might 
not suffer for the palpable fake, Kelly de- 
clared all bets off. 

If ever there was a suspicion that Honest 
John Kelly stood in with the thieving 
game, the moment he declared all bets off, 
that moment that suspicion. was wiped 
out. 
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SHARKEY’S GOOD RIGHT ARM. 


His action proves him well worthy the 
good name he has borne. 


George Siler, who refereed. the Fitzsim- 
mons-Corbett fight, is up in arms at the 
decision, and says that Kelly’s action was 
without precedent. 

Siler in so declaring shows woful ig- 
norance of the real duties of a referee. 

As for precedent, Kelly has a million on 
which to base his action. 

The referee, like the judge at a race 
course, is monarch Of all he surveys. To 
prevent fraud he has the right at any time 
to declare bets off. At the same time he 
has also the right to declare a winner. 

At the race course often it happens that 
a certain horse is given the purse and the 
race, but all bets are declared off. 

This is done where the horse first 
past the post wins honestly, but the others 
do not try. The bets are declared off to 
protect the innocent public. 

Kelly’s action, therefore, was perfectly 
fair, honest, justifiable and the very thing 
to do under the circumstances. 

If he had one single bit of evidence on 
which to base the belief that cronokedness 
was intended, then he had the right to de- 
clare all bets off and to protect the public. 

He not only had the evidence, but the 
majority of the spectators urged him to 
take the action he did. 

In giving the fight to Sharkey he followed 
the rules carefully, and in declaring bets 
off he protected those who had bet on Cor- 
hett, believing they were to be given a 
run for their money. 


That the fight was a fake. and that Cor- 
bett stood in with it all, there is not a par- 
ticle of doubt. 

McVey has been Corbett’s man Friday 
for ycars. He is a simple tool in Jim's 
hands, and he would not declare his soul 
his own without asking leave of the pompa- 
dour. He has been traveling with Cor- 
bett in all of his theatrical engagements, 
and is an intimate acquaintance. He is 
an old hand at seconding fights, and knows 
the rules. The fact that only one minute 
and forty-eight seconds had been consumed 
in the ninth rovtnd shows that MeVey’s 
claim that the round was over was absurd. 
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the ght was on. Kelly, tn a note after the 


gat, : 

“I ‘called all bets off, because f believed 
the action of McVey was paid for by some- 
body who had bet on Sharkey, and I did 
not propose to decide public money on a 
palpable fake. 

“TI would not be a party to any such 
fraud.” 

The result did not surpr'se those who 
were in a position to know the inside facts, 

From the day the match was arranged, 
there hes been talk about a deal. The ru- 
mors have been flying thick and fast. 

A week ago, a man who is absolutely 
trustworthy came to the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch, and announced that 
an arrangement had been made whereby 
Corbett was bound to lose the fight. He 
declared that Corbett himself had no part 
in it and that he was honestly determined 
to win if he could. 


Last Thursday night W. B. Gray, the 
manager for “Kid McCoy, made this 
statement to a reporter of the Post-Dis- 


patch: 


“The fight will not last more than 12 
rounds at the outside. Sharkey will get 
the decision on a foul or because of a rul- 
ing on geome tactics in the ring or because 


of some act on the part of the seconds. 


Corbett has no knowledge of this conspir- 


acy. He is to be solid out by his own men. 


He will fight on the level, because he has 
too much to lose by defeat. There is no 


question about these facts.” 


The result has shown the absolute cor- 


rectness of Mr. Gray’s information. 


“Kid"’ McCoy knew all about it. He 
knew more about the details. After the 


fight last night Gray called up the Post- 


Dispatch bureau and reiterated his declar- 


ation of last week, 


The existence of a conspiracy is further 


corroborated by the betting. When the 
fight was arranged the odds were 2 te 4 
on Corbett. Sharkey money appeared in 
such large amounts that Sharkey’s price 
steadily rose to 10 to 9 on Corbett. 

At the ringside last night Sharkey money 
was offered so frecly that the odds fluctu- 
ated from 10 to 7 to even money. Between 
$20,000 and $40,000 was bet. 

In addition to this $20,000 was sent to 
Chicago yesterday to bet on §$harkey. Con 
McVey has been Corbett’s trainer for five 
yearsé or more. He has been regarded as 
cool and safe. His break is therefore the 
more bitterly denounced. He declares he 
lost his head after he saw Sharkéy re. 
peatedly foul] Corbett. None of the Corbett 
backers near him attempted to restrain 
him, which is interpreted as ‘‘queer.” 

After the decision was announced Corbett 
made a desperate lunge at McVey, but a 
big policeman stopped him. That was per- 
haps part of the play. 

Corbett and Sharkey declare they are sor- 
ry the fight was stopped, each claiming he 
was Winning at the time. 

Last night's flasco, following the revela- 
tion that a secret deal for the distribution 
of money existed between Corbett and Me- 
Coy should they have fought, has given 
prize fighting the blackest eye it has re- 
ceived in years. 


_ Last night's fight was closely watched tn 
st. Louis, and all the sporting headquarters 
were full of people listening to the bulle- 
tins. There is no more up-to-date betting 
crowd in America than the St. Louis, and 
{oO a man they indorsed the decision given 
by Honest John Kelly. 


The outcome of the fight did not surprise 
the home talent. They knew that if Cor- 
bett was not the man he was 10 years ago 
he would surely get a licking. And they feit 


in their bones that he had gone back and | 


that he was certain of a good licking and 
that jis just what he received. 


This morning all sorts of opinions are 
given concerning the mill.

DRANK CARBOLIC ACID. 


MOTHER OF A DOZEN CHILDREN 
AND WIFE OF A COACHMAN 
OF A BREWER. 


DECLARES Hi:R DESIRE 
FOR DRINK INHERITED. 


‘Between Her Periodical Demands for 
Buckets of Beer She Is Re- 
ported to Be a Faith- 
ful Housewife. 


Mrs. Barbara Sutter, mother of a dozen 
children, 43 years old, and living at 2923 
South Thirteenth street, swallowed carbolic 
acid when her husband refused her more 
beer. She would rather die than do with- 
out drink. 

Mrs. Sutter was removed to the City Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Otto Sutter, the Superin- 


tendent, used the stomach siphon. Wednes- 
day morning she was out of danger, and in 
the afternoon was discharged and returned 
to her South St. Louis home. 

Mrs. Sutter is a siave to liquor and she 

‘admits she cannot control her appetite, 
which she says is inherited. 

“My father was a drunkard before me,”’ 
@he said, ‘‘and ] know that 1 inherited the 
appetite from him. I did not develop it 
until after 1 was married and my third 
child was born. Then I do not suppose it 
would have developed if there had not 
been trouble at home. 

“TIT became jealous, and not without cause. 
Then I began drinking beer. The habit 

rew on me untii it was firmly fastened. 

am not a drunkard yet, and I hope I 
never will be. It is only at certain periods 
that I am overcome by the desire for 
drink. Then I cannot control myself. As 
Jong as I eat regularly I can drink a 
@reat deal of beer and it has no apparent 
effect on me. But when I stop eating I 
do not stop drinking. It is then that I 
want it most, and I would go to any ex- 
tent to get it. 

“Last night, when my husband came 
home, I had been drinking beer right along 
all day. I had eaten nothing, but my thirst 
for beer was unquenched. I sent out for 
three buckets and drank them. I wanted 
another, but Max objected He said I 
should have no more. I thought I might 
as well die as do wthout beer so I said, 
‘well, if I can’t get beer to drink I can get 
something else.’ 

“I had the carbolic acid and I diluted it. 
My husband saw what I had done and he 
sent for the doctor, who gave me some- 
ore and then I was sent on to the hos- 
pital. 

“I have been treated for the liquor habit 
and so long as I took medicine I was all 
right. I could do without beer nicely. But 
as soon as I quit the treatment the old 
appet.te returned. I have been drinking 
now 23 years and I don't suppose I will 
ever be able to break away from the habit. 

““My neighbors will tell you I am not dif- 
ferent from any of them, only at certain 
times. I drink regularly. but I am not 
quarrelsome. I can and do attend to my 
household duties all the time, save at those 
intervals when I am not myself. They do 


ane mot last long—not more than three or four 


days. 

“I have been the mother of twelve chil- 
dern-—-five boys and seven girls. None of 
my ch_Idren, so far, have shown any indi- 
eations of having inherited this accursed 
appetite, but none of them are as old as 
I was when it took hold of me.” 

Mrs. Sutter came to America from Ger- 
many when she was an infant. She speaks 
English with scarcely any accent. She ig 
Jarge and florid. Her face is rather k_ndly 
in expression. She wears a 6pare suit 
of hair in a small coil on the back of her 
head, and this hair ‘6 combed back from 
the face and brushed perfectly smooth, Her 
hair was.once dark, but there are now 
threads of silver running through it. 

Her husband, Max Sutter, is coachman 
for a wealthy brewer.

EXHAUSTIVE REPORT 
MADE BY CROWNINSHIELD. 


GUNNERY, HE DECLARES, HAD 
MOST TO DO WITH YANKEE 
SEAMEN’S VICTORIES. 


NAVAL MILITIA AS NOW 
FORMED OF LITTLE USE. 


It Is Also Recommended That the Reg- 
ular Force Be Largely Increased 
and That Coast Signal Serv- 
ice Be Maintained. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Far out of the 
lines of the ordinary annual report of bu- 
reau officers is that of Capt, Crownin- 
shield, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, which has just been 
made public. Not only was the head of 
this bureau a member of the war, or 
‘strategy board,’ as it came to be known, 
but he was responsible for the execution 
of the plans formed by that board, and 
for the movement of every ship and assign- 
ment of every ofticer. Consequently no bu- 
reau officer Mad Aqual opportunity io 
know the moving purposes and exact his- 
tory of the war. The report is absoiutely 
free from personalities; there is no refer- 
ence whatever to the Sampson-Schley con- 
troversy, no criticism of any officer nor 
recommendation that might be regarded as 
invidious and discriminating. But the re- 
port is confined to the statement of hard 
facts, with a few imporiant recommenda- 
tions for the betterment of the naval serv- 
ice. 

The war h’'gstory begins with the simple 
statement of ceria‘n precautionary orders 
that were issued, beginning with an order 
dated Jan. 11, 1898, directing the com- 
mander of the Européan stations to retain 
in service men whose enlistments were 
about to expire. Fol,owing orders previde 
for the successful extrication of the Euro- 
pean squadron from the danger to which 
it was exposed upon the outbreak of the 
war; show how the South Atlantic squad- 
ron was brought up to re:nforce Sampson; 
how the Oregon started on her famous 
race around South America; how stores 
and ammunition were forwarded to the 
squadrons, and finally, they wind up with 
the famous laconic order to Dewey of 
April 26: 

“War has commenced between the Unit- 
ed ‘States and Spain. Proceed at once to 
the Philippine Islands. Commence opera- 
tions at once, particularly against Spanish 
fleet. You must capture vessels or de- 
stroy. Use utmost endeavors.”’ 
orders ehow that four months be- 
fleet reached this side our 
whole North Atlantic fleet was ready for 
any emergency within striking dstance of 
one of the two points from which attack 
might come.

Capt. Crowinshield says: “The complete- 
ness of our naval victory during the war 
and the almest absolute immun.ty from in- 
which our ships and crews enjoyed, 
led to a general conclusion that 
gunnery had much to do with the 
matter. As 2 matter of fact, all reports 
bear out this conclusion. The percentage of 
hits, smaller, it is true than that which has 
been obtained at target practice, was mod® 
ied by three conditions. In the first place, 
the demolition of the enemy's ships has 
usually been so complete that it is certain 
that the marks of many hits are obliterated 
by subsequent fires and and explosions; in 
the second place the ranges at which com- 
bats have ‘taken place have usually been 
so much greater than those used in target 
practice that this difference will account for 
a reduction of from 380 to t) per cent from 
the percentage off-hand; finally the rate of 
fire wis much higher in the battles than at 
target practice.

“The bureau had been endeavoring before 
the war to increase the rate of target fire. 
and when all this is considered it will be 
found that the hits per gun per minut 
have beer remarkably high. In fact, it ap- 
pears from the experience of each combat 
that our marksmanship was so far supe- 
rior that at a range at which Spanish gune 
and gunners were ineffective. our guns and 
gunners were so effective that before the 
range was or could be reduced the Spanish 
os were either seriously crippled or their 
crews demoralized.”

well acquainted with the requirements of 
this detail of naval organization that the 
statements of the bureau’s needs will be 
sufficient to secure action by Congress. 

Of the volunteer officers, it is said that 

thev rendered valuable service during the 
war. but that they can never be the equal 
in professional attainments of their broth- 
ers of the regular establishment for lack of 
the exhaustive training imparted to the lat- 
ter. 
A tribute is paid to the good work of the 
naval militia, in manning the coast defense 
stations and the vessels of the auxiliary 
naval force and furnishing material for 
erews for the auxiliary vessels serving with 
the regular fleet. But for crews aboard ship 
in active service they furnished nothing 
more than material and in the ordinary 
course most of them would have been en- 
listed as landsmen and nothing higher. All 
had to be thoroughly drilled and even the 
officers, with exceptions, were found to be 
unqualified to act as instructors. 

Capt. Crowninshield does not wish to be 
understood as underrat ng the zeal of these 
men. but simply desires to point out §atal 
defects in the system. He shows that difti- 
culty was experienced in mustering the men 
in, the department having no right to call 
upon them and they having no responsibil- 
itv to the Navy Department. 

Therefore the bureau recommends the 

passage of the Cummings bill, which pro- 
vides in substance for appropriations for 
the naval militia on an entirely different 
basis. This would provide for the crea- 
tion of a national naval reserve entirely 
under the control of the department, re- 
cruited from the seafaring classes, who 
would be compelled to serve in war times 
under penalty of desertion. The men would 
be reouired to report once a year for drill, 
for which they would receive one month's 
ay. 
: Another recommendation is that the eys- 
tem of rewards by vromotion be abolished 
and that medals of honor be substituted, 
so that officers mav be rewarded with- 
out detriment to others. Finally, the sug- 
gestion of the Superintendent of the Coast 
Signal Service that this should be made a 
permanent institution is approved, as it 
will afford a skeleton at small] cost around 
which a highly efficient service could be 
promptly built up upon the outbreak of 
war.

DODGING THE STAMP TAX. 
Depositors May Draw Money From 
Their Banks by Receipts. 
According to a ruling of the United 
States Attorney-General a depositor may 
draw money from his bank without affix- 
ing a two-cent revenue stamp to a check, 
as has been the custom since the war tax 


was inaugurated at the outbreak of the 


war with Spain. 

St. Louis banks have been making this 
saving to patrons and have had regular 
blanks prepared for the purpose. Nearl 
all the banks have had receipts printed. 
They answer nearly the same purpose as a 
check. A patron may fill out one of these 
receipts and go to the bank where his de- 
posit is and obtain the cash for the re- 
ceipt, and this, too, without having affixed 
the tWwo-cent war tax stamp. 

But in order to save the two cents the 
drawer of the money must present the re- 
ceipt in person. In case he should fill out 
one of the receipts-and give it to a person 
to whom he wished to pay a sum of money, 
the bank would hardly pay out money on 
it, said the assistant cashier at the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. 

“Unless the drawee should present the re- 
ceipt in person,” he said, “the bank would 
have no knowledge that he would receive 
the money, and thus the bank would be 
held responsible to the depositor. As I un- 
derstand the ruling of the Attorney Genera) 
the depositor may issue these receipts and 
send a representative to the bank for the 
money, and if it were paid there could be 
no violation of the revenue law, 

“I do not think a great many business 
men in the large cities will avail them- 
selves of this receipt scheme,.as very few 
“ome to the bank in person to draw. money. 
In the country it will mean a big saving to 
the people.’’

HEADQUARTERS 


Missouri May Furnish the President 
and Secretary, but Many States 
Will Be Interested. 


t 


The importance the good roads movement 
has attained in Missouri became evident on 
the last day of the convention in Masonic 
Hall Wednesday, as soon as the Committees 
on Organization withdrew to an anteroom 
to make its final deliberations before re- 
porting on the Interstate Good Roads and 
Improvement Association, which will be the 
new name of the organization. 

Pressure was brought to bear on the as- 
sociation to do all its work through the 
Bureau of Road Inquiry, at Washington. 
The committee was asked to incorporate in 
its report, if outside gossip can be relied on, 
provisions so that in effect the Interstate 
Association will be an adjunct of the bu- 
reau. To this strong opposition developed. 
The majority of the committee preferred to 
see the body work independently of, though 
in harmony with, the bureau. 

Outside of the decision to make the head- 
quarters at St. Louis, the Missourl feature 
of the association will be eliminated. It 
ceases to be a State movement and attains 
the dignity of an interstate body. Friends 
of W. H. Moore, the present president, are 
working to give him the presidency of the 
larger association. The secretaryship may 
be conferred on T. P. Rixey, late of Jones- 
burg, the present secretary. or on Miss Etta 
Harber, late of Trenton, State Organizer, 
on the ground that the two leading offi- 
cers should be in or near the headquarters 
city. 

The majority of the farmer delegates left 
for their homes’ Tuesday night, the main 
work projected having been accomplished, 
but an audience of seventy-five delegates 
besides many visitors was on hand. The 
chairs eet aside for St. Louis representa- 
tives were, conspicuously vacant before 
noon. 

The accumulation of resolutions which 
the movers thought were the panacea for 
the road. problem grew so great that when 
at 10:30 a. m, the full comm.ttee had not 
reported Chairman Martin Dodge  ap- 
pointed a few more committeemen to make 
a quorum. 
of the Missouri House, and his son, Con- 
gressman Bodine and Secretary Bigelow of 
the Kansas City Board of Trade withdrew 
to @ corner and drew up a few resolutions 
by themeelves. 

Meanwhile J. R. Scholl of Prairie, Mo., 
made an appeal to the delegates not to let 
the impression get extant that this was 
purely a rock road convention. He wanted 
it uncerstood that dirt roads were service- 
able in some places; that they were preter- 
uble at least to no roads at all, 

P. P. Ellis of New Florence remarked 
that this convention has mapped out work 
that would require five years in fulfillment. 

“How long was Martin Luther in bring.ng 
on the reformation? How long did it take 
to free the slaves? ,We have had a small 
beginning, but we are growing, we are be- 
coming giau:its,’’ he said, impressively. 

The convention got. hold of one resolution 
ami voted it down before the.committee 
had a chance to pass on it. Some incau- 
tious delegate moved that the politax of 
the State be increased to $2 for every male 
over 21, and that as a condition precedent 
to voting each voter be required to exhibit 
his polltax receipt. 

A deiegate from the Eighth Missouri Dis- 
trict promptly arose to say that this would 
mean a revenue yearly of $1,600,000 for Mis- 
souri, and then, as though staggered at 
their boldness, the delegates voted the 
proposition down. 

Mayor Jones of Toledo did not come, but 
his paper did. He was sick and forwarded 
the address, which bore on the tramp 
problem in relation to good roads. Secre- 
tary Riley read the essay. 

The Good Roads Convention decided 
Tuesday night, as foreshadowed in the 
Post-Dispatch, to form an interstate, ratner 
— a Transmississippi Good Roads Asso- 
ciation, 

Organization was effected by a committee 
composed of C, C. Bell, of Boonville, Mo.; 
D. E. Sullivan, Chicago, Ill.; W. H. Slaugh- 
ter, Louisville, Ky.; Charles W. Cooke, Ft. 
Wayne, Ind.; R. W. Richardson, Omaha, 
Neb.: Maj. M. Meigs, Keokuk, Io.; Robert 
H. Kerens, Los Angeles, Cal. 

The nom nation of officers for the Mis- 
souri Association has been delegated to a 
committee composed of P. P. Ellis, New 
Florence; James Campbell, Rolla; H. R. 
Whitmore, St. Louis; P. W. Thompson, 
Charleston and Judge B. F. Davis, Cape 
Girardeau. 

H. H. Allen of Kansas City, Judge John 
L. Thomas, De Soto, and Congressman R. 
M. Bodine. Paris, were appointed a com- 
mittee with the chairman and secretary to 
take steps towards the incorporation of the 
Missouri Society. 

President W. H. Moore explatned in his 
annual address that in order to carry for- 
ward the movement it would be advisable 
to organize State associations everywhere, 
with headquarters at capitals, to work with 
highway commissions whenever and wher- 
ever created. The Interstate Association is 
to have national headquarters, with a 
strong executive committee to supervise all 
local associations, all to work in harmony 
with the National Roed Inquiry Bureau, 
under the Secretary of Agriculture. 

The State aid plan which was adopted by 
the association as the bill wnich it will fa- 
vor before the fortieth Missouri General 
Assembly, is the 6ne in vogue in New Jer- 
sey, Massachusetts, California and Mary- 
lind. All interests are taxed to build and 
renvair roads. Under the plan in vogue in 
this State at present, farmers alone are call- 
ed on, outside of big cities, to keep the com- 
mon-traveled roads in order. It is proposed 
to have the poll tax paid in cash, instead 
of in labor, and to let every tax-paver in 
the State contribute thereto. : 

In behalf of the State Highway Commis- 
sion, to be composed of three experts, it is 
argued that millions of dollars are to be 
expended, and do it wisely’ involves 
careful preliminary study. E. S. Harrison, 
a Government expert from New Jersey, told 
how in that small State 1,200 miles of free 
stone roads had been constructed and yet 
the cost had not been oppressive, as the 
commission had regulated the expenditures,

The profits and gains 
were to be in the shape of stock in a cor- 
pete to be formed, representing $3,790,-

destinely formed a corporation and agreed 
upon the purchase of factories, thus pre- 
venting the plaintiff from keeping his part 
of the eontract.
